Applicant's argument is not persuasive. Specifically, applicant argues that the Examiner has not fully considered applicant's arguments in 
the amendment filed September 15. 2005. However, in response to the amendment, Examiner indicates in the final office action mailed 
February 23. 2006 that these arguments were in fact considered but were moot in view of the new grounds of rejection (see page 9, 
section 6, "Response to Arguments"). In particular, in the amendment filed September 15, 2005 applicant recites new limitations that are 
substantial amendments to the claims. As a result of the substantial amendments to the claims, applicant's argument that the 
combination of Bender In view of Koo does not teach the newly recited limitations in the claims is moot. In response to the substantial 
amendments. Examiner cited a new reference, Mousley, which is combined with Bender to teach each limitation of the substantially 
amended claims as discussed in the final office action mailed February 23, 2006. Therefore, the final rejection was proper, according to 
MPEP 706.07(a). The final office action mailed February 23, 2006 addresses each of the limitations recited in the pending claims (see 
pages 2-9). Thus, applicant's general argument that Bender in view of Mousley do not teach applicant's claims is not persuasive. 
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
